(AP)—The French Cable com- 
pany’s station at Cape Cod, 
Mass., reported that Mrs. Fran- 
cis Wilson Grayson’s amphi- 
bian plane “Dawn” flew over 
that point about 7:25 o'clock 
‘tonight.

don, England, Mrs. Frances Wilson 
Grayson hopped off a few minutes 
after 5 o'clock today fer Harbor | 
Grace, Newfoundland. 

It was twilight when her huge 9m- 
phibian plane “Dawn” was trundled 
to the foot of the mound where me- 
chanics warmed up her motors, but 
darkness was falling when the ship 
came down the runway, gathering 
speed and lifting her veavy load aft- 
er about two-fifths of a mile. 

Oskar Omdal, the pilot; Brice 
Goldsborough, who accompanied Mrs. 
Grayson on -a futile attempt to fly 
across the ocean in October, and Fred 
Koehler, motor expert, were aboard 
the plane with Mrs. Grayson. 

‘Plane Weighs 10,000 Pounds. 

Just before the take-off Mrs. Gray- 
gon said iuat she nad taken aboard 
500 gallons of gasoline and that the 
ship weighed 10,000 pounds, 

She said she was convinced that 
the winter trans-Afiantic flight was 
feasible and believed that the great- 
est hazard, that of ice forming on 
the wings, had been eliminated by 
having coated the wings with gliycer- 
ine. This, it is thought, will pre- 
rent condensation and -reezing of fog 
on the ship. 

Once the plane gathered headway 
after taking the air it disappeared 
quickly in the thickening darkness. 
Omdal said he would steer a compass 
course to Harbor Grace and he ex- 
pected to reach there by 7 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. 

Once there, Mrs. Grayson said, they 
will take-off at any time, or as soon 
as weather conditions are favorable. 
Goldsborough, at the radio, will send 
out a call to coastwise ships for weath- 
er conditions along the way, he said. 
The radio call letter of the ship is 
WMU. and its wireless sends on a 
ware length of 630 meters. 

Head Into Wintry Gales. 

The fliers knew they were heading 
into intense cold in Newfoundland. 
and Were prepared to strike a tem- 
perature of 10 degrees below zero near 
Harbor Grace. ‘They wore only the 
usual] flying suits and there is no 
way of heating the plane. It will 
be only slightly warmer in the cock- 
pit than outside. 

The proposed course of the Dawn 
should take the ship through central 
Connecticut, passing near Hartford, 
. and diagonally across Massachusetts, 
between Worcester and Boston. Skirt- 
ing the southern tip of Maine, the 
plane will fly over Portland a little 
to the east, passing over Old Orchard, 
seene of the take-off of October's un- 
snecessfu] flight.

Directors of salvage operations 
stated that if divers were able to 
place the chains in position they 
would be allowed ta lie on the ocean 
bed. Ropes attached to either end 
of the chains would be connected with 
buoys, thus enabling the salvage work- 
ers to locate the chains and attach 
pontoons when work is resumed in 
the spring.

Is Famous Star of Bethlehem 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
the Chicago Tribune.) 

Chicago, December 23.—The Christ- 
mas week comet, which now’ glows 
faintly in the eastern skies just before 
sunrise, like a Yuletide candle seen 
afar off, may have been the original 
star of Bethlehem which shone on 
shepherds as they watched their flocks 
at night and on the birth of the Christ 
child in the manger, it was said by 
scientists today. 

The theory, one of many already ad- 
vanced to explain the Biblical story, 
comes from the observatory of Har- 
vard wniversity, at. Cambridge, and 
Professor Edwin B. Frost, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. Whether or not 
the guiding light that led the three 
wise men to the stable in Bethlehem 
Was an earlier occurrence of the comet, 
however, 
mit they don’t know for certain, and 
aver there probably will ‘be no way 
of telling. 

Professor Frost, who is director of 
the Yerkes observatory, at Williams 
Bay, Wis., takes the same attitude as 
his fellow scientists in the east. 

“The identity of the Biblical star 

il probably never-be known,” he 

“But the idea that it may have 
been the comet now visible is interest- ; 


the Harvard authorities ad-~ 


ing to contemplate for astronomers 
and laymen alike, and it makes a 
very pretty story for Christmas time. 

“A great deal has been written of 
the star of Bethlehem for hundreds of 
years. Skellerup’s, as the new comet 
is known, may have been that star. It 
may have been any particular bright 
star, such as Venus. Again, it might 
have been a comet that has never re- 
appeared, And still again, it might 


have been a comet that we, on this 


side ‘of the world, never have and 
never will see. 

“There never will be any scientific 
determination of the famous star in 
the Bible. Skellerup's, 
gone as far north as it is going. We 
obtained photographs of it but not very 
good ones. It will be more visible on 
the other side of the world.”

He added that: he had read of ob- 
jections made by a distinguished 
French publicist against the Briand 
proposal for a Franco-American anti- 
war treaty on the ground that it would 
be equivalent to the United States 
proclaiming ite disinterestedness in any 
European conflict and that Europe 
would he limited to ite own forces in 
the settlement of its many conflicts. 

“If the same effort. however, is 
made by France to obtain such a treaty 
with the other European countries 
and is successful, it would be a tell- 
ing tendency to avoid these many 
conflicts,” Borah continued. 

To the objection raised in France 
that anch a treaty would undermine 
the league, Borah, who more than 
any one other living man is respon- 
sible for the American refusal to en- 
ter the league, said; 

“Would Strengthen League.” 

“I can not imagine anything which 
would have a greater tendency to 
strengthen the league and to enable 
the league to function than to have 
this kind of a treaty executed between 
the leading governments of the world. 

“M. Briand can render a great ser- 
vice to peace by proposing a similar 
treaty with the other governments, 
and if he does so, the United Stetes 
should cooperate sincerely and fully.” 

Secretary of State Kellogg. without 
the approval of Coolidge, has given 
a good deal of thought to the Briand 
proposal to perpetuate peace and has 
had many conversations about it with 
French Ambassador Claudel.

VARE RAPS WILSON

who has been deniéd the oath of of- | 
fice as senator because of expendi- 
tures in his"primary campaign, today 
filed with the senate privileges and 
elections committee a fermal denial | 
of charges brought by his democratic | 
opponent, William B. Wilson, secre- | 
tary of labor in the administration of 
Woodrow Wilson. 
Declaring that there were no irreg- | 
ularities in the general election of | 
1926, as asserted by Wilson in his pe- 
tition of contest for the senate seat, 
the Pennsylvania senator-elect — said 
Gifford Pinchot, as governor of Penn- 
svylvania. “arbitrarily, maliciously and 
illegally” withheld from him a certi- 
ficate of election in the usual form. 

Says Pinchot Was Angry. 


Vare declared that instead of issu- 
ing a regular certificate, Pinchot, who 
was a candidate fgr nomination to 
the senate in the 1126 Pennsylvania 
primaries, “in order to satisfy his own 
personal venom and showing the dis- | 
comfiture of a ‘defeated candidate” 
used the phraseology that Vare “ap- 
penrs to have been elected.” 

Calling attention that Governor | 
Fisher later had given him a certifi- | 
eate in the usual form, Vare said that 
he received no less than 173,507 votes 
more than Wilson. 

Says Charges Are Vague. 

“The allegations of the complaint 
are sO general, vague, uncertain and 
lacking in partic ‘ularity that no answer 
is required,” continued the Vare brief, 
which then made particular and indi- 
vidual denial to each of the 12 allega- 
tions of irregularities contained in the 
Wilson petition. 

At another point in his reply, Vare 
said the Wilson petition “is made up 
of a number of fantastic, imaginary 
and false charges. . 

After receiving the Vare reply, Sen- 
ator Shortridge, republican, Califor- 
nia, chairman of the committee, said 
he would appoint a subcommittee to 
consider the Wilson contest.
